Smith discussed 
various aspects of the invention, including the details of the contact pair coupling effects, the effects of edge coupling 
and broadside coupling, the effects of staggering or offseting adjacent signal pairs. They explained how the connector 
and contact structure and contact pair coupling allowed for operations of the connector at relatively high speeds without 
the need for shields between modules and between contact pairs (high speed as compared to prior art connectors or 
similar types of connectors). Various aspects of the prior art were also discussed in comparison with the Invention.
